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[OCTOBER] 


In Philadelphia, at the All Out for Gaza demo, two Septa Transit Police 
vehicles had their tires punctured along the route of the march. A state- 
ment read, “Police are an occupying force in any form and are the 
enforcers of settler-colonialism.” 


In San Francisco, the Federal Building and multiple banks that help 
fund the apartheid state of Israel were painted during demonstrations. 


In central North Carolina, a Navy Officers Office was vandalized. The 
windows were smashed and “Free Palestine” was written on the build- 


ing. 


In western North Carolina, a Cat/Caterpillar bulldozer was set on fire. 
Caterpillar company is responsible for many decades of apartheid 
enforcing, extreme land destruction and the displacement of many 
Palestinians, and is now aiding the genocide. 


In Cambridge, Massachussetts, the offices of the Israeli weapons man- 
ufacturer, Elbit, was the target of anti-war activists. People locked the 
site down, smashed windows and entrance key cards, and splashed 
paint all the building. “Gaza resists” and “Elbit arms genocide” were 
painted. These actions directly slowed the ability for the Israeli occupa- 
tion forces to have weapons. 


In London, the BBC offices were covered in red paint to protest the 
explicit bias in reporting on the war in Gaza. 


In Daly City, California, a military recruitment office had its windows 
smashed in solidarity with Palestinian resistance. 


In Philadelphia, at a thousands strong march, teams of people spray- 


On December 15th, in NYC, “a “merry band of miscreants” in Jeff Bezos 
masks entered a Whole Foods (owned by Amazon), lifted a bunch of 
groceries, and walked out. The action was in protest against corporate 
wealth alongside increased food insecurity & to call attention to Ama- 
zon's contracts with Israel.” The food was later redistributed through 
mutual aid programs. 


On December 17th, in Lacey, WA, a group of about 50 people in masks 
used trash, chains, logs, and other blockade materials to block all the 
entrances to an Amazon distribution center for over 4 hours. Amazon is 
directly involved in a wide array of tech and material support for the 
Israeli military. After 5 hours the group left with no arrests. 


On December 18th, in Cetnral Point, OR, a small group of activists 
disrupted an Amazon construction site. 


[DECEMBER] 


On December lst, in Tucson, AZ, a group of protesters successfully 
shut down the Raytheon weapons manufacturer's facility. 


On December Ist, in Montreal, a group blocked the railroad tracks in 
Montreal's Pointe-Saint-Charles neighbourhood, calling for a cease- 
fire in Gaza and for the Canadian government to "stop supporting 
Israel." 


On December Ist, in Ithaca, NY, a group of around 30 students occu- 
pied two university buildings belonging to Cornell, to pressure the 
college to divest from companies involved with the Israeli military. 


On December 2nd, in Northern California, affinity groups of anar- 
chists sabotaged various strategically located train lines in Northern 
California: in Pittsburgh, Oakland, Niles, Bahia, and Lodi: “We took 
large gauge copper wire and wrapped it around both rails of the 
same train track. Doing this completed the low voltage current 
running thru the rails notifying the train operator that the track is 
occupied and cannot be used until the obstruction is found and 
removed.” 


On December 3rd, in Philadelphia, PA, a black bloc was organized to 
participate within a larger march called by the Philly Palestine Coali- 
tion. Members of the bloc spraypainted slogans on businesses that 
work with Israel, and distributed flyers connecting the struggle for 
Palestine with local struggles against the police. 


On December Sth, in Chicago, IL, a group of masked folks staged a 
rowdy noise demo outside the private home of the regional manager 
of BNY Mellon, a bank that directly funds Elbit Systems, Israel's largest 
weapons supplier. “Body bags” were dumped on the lawn as people 
chanted and banged noisemakers up and down the street. 


On December 8th, in Seattle, WA, a group of about 100 folks attempted 
to shut down a facility for Boeing, who manufactures weapons for 
Israel. While the facility was not completely shut down, four different 
entrances were blocked, the buildings were tagged with phrases like 
“Boeing Bombs Babies” and “Free Palestine”, and there were no 
arrests. 


On December 14th, in Philadelphia, PA, about 200 people blocked the 
Spring Garden St. Bridge and I-76. 


On December 14th, in Portland, OR, a few dozen people led by Jewish 
Voice for Peace gathered blocked the Burnside Bridge in solidarity 
with Palestine, erecting a large menorah to mark the eighth night of 
Hanukkah. 


painted slogans like “Free Palestine” and “Decolonize @” on walls 
and windows of businesses that support Israel and the police. 


In Toronto, a crowd descended on INKAS Armored, a Toronto-based 
defence contractor with ties to the Israeli Defence Forces. Responding 
to a call from Palestinian trade unions for workers to shut down 
exports to the Israeli military, the protesters set up picket lines to block 
access to the facility. 


In San Francisco, on October 28th, over 15,000 shut down highway 
101, as demonstrators demanded a ceasefire and an end to the occu- 
pation of Palestine. 


In New York, thousands of members of Jewish Voice for Peace and 
their allies shut down the main terminal of Grand Central Station 
during rush hour. 


In Barcelona, Spain, “dockworkers...refuse[d] to load or unload ships 
bound for Israel.” 


In St. Charles, Missouriver 75 youth blocked all entrances to a 
Boeing weapons plant. 


In Hlinois protesters held a picket in front of the home of Congresswom- 
an Jan Schakowsky. 


In Montreal, a banner was dropped, red paint poured, and the names 
of Palestinians murdered by Israel left in front of politician Melanie 
Joly. 


In the Bay Area, CA, four simultaneous attacks occurred in solidarity 
with Palestine: windows of an HSBC bank, who has business relations 
with weapons companies, were smashed; a US military recruitment 
office was smashed up; a Starbucks was smashed up in retaliation for 
its punishment of pro-palestine workers; and 8 cars related to Mobil- 
eye, an Israeli surveillance technology company, were painted. 


In Minneapolis, MN, a new replacement site for the 3rd precinct, 
which was famously burned to kick off the 2020 uprising, was smashed 
up and tagged with anti-colonial and anti-police slogans. 
[NOVEMBER] 

On November 2nd, in Durham, NC, hundreds of people marched onto 
Highway 147 and blocked it for several hours, demanding politicians 


call for a ceasefire. 


In Oakland, CA, on November 4th, for over 9 hours, community mem- 


bers demanding a ceasefire blocked Berth 20 at the Port of Oakland 
and delayed the Cape Orlando, a US military supply vessel bound for 
Israel. 


In San Francisco, CA over 100 healthcare workers from San Francisco 
General Hospital and UCSF walked off the job in solidarity with those 
in occupied Palestine and to condemn attempts by management and 
officials to make workers “remain silent. 


On November 4th, in Atlanta, GA, a group got onto the roof of a build- 
ing that was being used for an Atlanta Police Foundation fundraisier, 
and dumped 25 pounds of rotting fish guts into the HVAC ventialation 
system. 


In Tacoma, WA on Nov. 5th, protesters converged on the Port of 
Tacoma, again blockading the same ship targeted by demonstrators in 
Oakland. Hundreds formed a massive picket, as Indigenous demon- 
strators in canoes and kayaks, “...successfully blocked off [the] ship- 
ping container from getting to the ship.” Participants later complained 
that “organizers” ended the blockade early, and by not sharing infor- 
mation prevented it from being as effective as it could have been. 


On November 5th, in San Fransisco a group shut down a “Friends of 
the IDF” fundraiser gala by shutting off the water main to the building 
and filling it with concrete. 


On November 9th, in NYC, protesters occupied the New York Times 
building in anger over the paper's coverage of the war on Gaza, while 
thousands marched outside and some painted slogans on police cars. 


On November 9th, in Birdsboro, PA, the weapons manufacturer Elbit 
was vandalized. 


On November 10th, in Hamilton, Ontario, a group of indigenous an 
“settler accomplice” protesters blockaded, shut down, and painted th 
offices of L3Harris, a surveillance tech company that works with Israe 
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On November 12th in Bloomington, Indiana, a military recruiting 
station was sabotaged in solidarity with Palestine. 


On November 15th, in Washington DC a large group blocked all the 
entrances and exits to the Democratic National Convention building. 
Police scrambled to evacuate politicians. 


On November 16th, in San Fransisco a group of 80 people staged a 
lockdown on the Bay Bridge which completely shut down the west- 
bound entrance to the city for the entire day. 


On November 17th, in Ann Arbor, MI, protesters pushed past security 
and occupied an administration bulding at Michigan State University. 


On November 17th, in NYC, protesters blocked the entrance of Bank of 
NY Mellon, an underwriter for Israel weapons company Elbit Systems. 


On November 17th, in Boston, MA, protesters began a 24-hour occu- 
pation of University Hall at Harvard. 


On November 18th, in Sacramento, CA, a group staged a sit-down 
demonstration that effectively shut down the California Democratic 
Convention. 


On November 19th, in Raleigh, NC, a group attacked the office and 
trucks of Thomas Concrete, a company contracted to work on a new 
police training facility in Atlanta, dubbed Cop City, at which the Israeli 
Defense Forces plans to train. 


On November 20th, in Winnipeg, Canada, protesters blocked a CN 
train line all day in order to block the movement of Israeli goods. 


On November 22nd, in Montreal, people blockaded the entrance of 
weapons companies Lockheed Martin and Bombardier. 


On November 28rd, in Houston, TX, a small group tore down a Zionist 
funded billboard which stated “Pray for Israel.” Renting the advertise- 
ment likely cost thousands of dollars. 


On November 24th, in Seattle, WA, roughly 100 people gathered in 
Seattle's Capitol Hill neighborhood to disrupt capitalist tradition and 
call for an end to the ongoing genocide in Palestine. A starbucks was 
painted and smashed, dispersing its line of customers, and the march 
preceded through neighborhoods, disrupting shopping and dropping 
banners over nearby highways. 


On November 24th, in Minneapolis, MN, a group called Anti-Colonial 
Action Brigade (ACAB) vandalized a branch of US Bank, which is 
involved in investments with Israel. They spraypainted 'FREE PALES- 
TINE,' 'LAND BACK;' 'ACAB,' 'FUCK ZIONISM,' 'F'12,' FREE GAZA\|' 
'STOP THE KILLING IN GAZA,''FUCK u.s. BANK,' 'DEATH TO AMERI- 
KA,' and smashed one window. 


On November 26th, in NYC, a couple hundred people blocked the 
Manhatten Bridge in solidarity with Palestine. 


On November 29th, in NYC, a sit-down demonstration disrupted a 
speech by Hillary Clinton at Columbia University.
